He also showed what he called the 
great folly of trying to operate the dis- 
tricts without a State board of control; 
the folly of scattering their bonds in- 
stead of keeping them in one block in- 
tact; with many other features which, 
he claimed, practically destroyed the 
operation of this law in so many cases. 

George H. Maxwell of San Francisco 
spoke strongly in favor of concentrat- 
ing the whole power of the congress 
upon the broad and general proposi- 
tions that every member of the con- 
gress and the entire press and people 
of the whole country would advocate 
and support. First among these, he 
said, was the creation of a national 
irrigation commission, as recommended 
by the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office in his last annual report 
and urged by National Committeeman 
Judge J. S. Emery of Kansas. 

Other such propositions were the ces- 
sion of the arid lands to States, which 
he favored only upon conditions which 
would assure their reclamation and 
settlement by actual settlers; the pres- 
ervation of. the forests as sources of 
water supply; the reservation of the 
grazing lands from sale, to be leased, 
as recommended by Elwood Mead, 
State Engineer of Wyoming, only to 
actual settlers on adjacent farms; and 
lastly the Federal construction of stor- 
age reservoirs. , 
®° Dr. W. Smith of New York filed a pa- 
per on “A Legal Aspect of Irrigation.” 
He stated that he had spent last 
Thursday with Maj. McKinley, and 
that Mr. McKinley had sent greeting 
to this irrigation congress and had 
promised that all matters coming_be- 
fore him from this western country’ 
would receive his most careful consid- 
eration. 
THE DAY’S WORK. 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 16.—The Ir- 
rigation Congress, this morning, after 
hearing communications, took up the 
matter of recommendations for legis- 
lation, few of the speakers prepared 
being here, however. One of the main 
speakers of the ‘morning was George 
H. Maxwell of San Francisco, one of 
the. counsel in the United States Su- 
preme Court against the Wright act 
of California, and one of the main op- 
ponents in the California delegation to 
the indorsement of the bill yesterday 
given. He urged that the convention 
should unite upon certain proposi-

He suggested first, the creation of a

storage reservoirs by the national gov- 
ernment, and urged upon the conven- 
tion its strong support of the bill of 
Senator Allen, appropriating $1,000,000 
for surveys for the location of such 
reservoir sites. 

Judge Kibbey, who rendered judg- 
ment on the distribution of the main 
water supplies of Arizona, spoke, tak- 
ing the ground that lecislation was 
dangerous; that its tendency was to- 
ward monoply, and private owner- 
ship of water; that the courts pos- 
sessed ample power to adjust the rights 
of individuals, and as well conserve 
the interests of the public The prin- 
cipal objection of legislation «is the 
haste that necessarily characterizes it. 

Mrs. Ada Irvin, one of the most 
prominent of the land lawyers of 
Arizona, read a@ short paper suggest- 
ing a change in the desert land laws 
allowing for the Colonization of the 
arid area, and for the appropriation 
of water and lands by the agents of 
such colonies, subject to future im- 
provement. 

Dr. Clarke Gapin, superintendent of 
, the main insane asylum of Illinois, pre- 
Sented a paper narrating the success 
of irrigation as applied on a larga 
scale on the grounds of his institu- 
tion. Communications were received 
from the American Society of Ameri- 
can Engineers and from William E. 
Smythe, -former president of the Na- 
tional Executive Committee of the 
Congress, expressing hope that the 
body would formulate some measure 
looking toward the formation of a na- 
tional irrigation commission. 

The presiding officers during the 
morning session were A. G. Uttley of 
Rhode Island, and Congressman-elect 
Marcus A. Smith of Arizona. 

W. S. Creighton of Los Angeles 

read an interesting paper on the Wright 
Irrigation Act. He stated that the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Court 
Sustaining the validity of the law was 
gratitying, as anything else would 
have been a reflection upon the sta- 
bility of the laws of California; that 
would have a disastrous effect upon 
the outside investors in her securi- 
ties. On the whole, he said, the law 
must be considered a success, although 
there had been many irregularities in 
its administration. He demanded cor- 
rection by wise and proper amend- 
ments. Creighton advised the appoint- 
ment of a- State commission to. fully 
investigate these matters, and to report 
to the Legislature such changes in the 
law as experience suggested, anda due 
regard for the interests of the land- 
/holder, as well as the bond-owner, re- 
| quired. 3 
George H. Maxwell of California, 
urged strongly upon, the to 
harmonize upon vread general ‘propo- 
‘sitions which @ouid command the 'sup- 
‘port of the press and the people of 
the country. He said those advocating 
development by irrigation ofthe arid 
lands of the nation wanted results, and 
that by the shortest and surest route. 
They needed not only energy, but 
driving power as well—a sledge-ham- 
mér of truth and sound arguments, 
which could be driven by the united 
power of all advocates of irrigation 
movements straight through every mis- 
apprehension and false doctrine from 
which opposition could come. All 
} were agreed that national irrigation 
commissions, as recommended by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Of- 
fice, was conceded by all to be neces- 
sary. Then let all unite in its sup- 
port. 

The resolutions coming from the re- 
cent convention of enginéers at Den- 
‘ver, and embodying the recommenda- 
tion of “Elwood Meade, State Engineer 
of Wyoming, furnished other grave 
grounds for action. These were, first, 
the cession to the States of arid lands 
where it can be done upon such condi- 
tions as to assure its settlement by 
actual settlers, and avoid with cer- 
tainty a monopoly in few hands of 
the public domain; second, the preser- 


supply; third, the permanent reserva- 
tion from sale of lands suitable only 
for grazing, which should be leased 
only to actual settlers-and resident 
farmers for a nominal rental of 1 cent 
per acre, the revenue to go the States. 

Maxwell also advocated the construc- 
tion of storage reservoirs by the Fed- 
erat government. as he believed that 
cession to the States could not in all 
cases be a practical solution of the 
problem of irrigating the arid lands of 
the government, and afforded no relief 
in the Territories, Arizona,’ for exam- 
ple, where hundreds of thousand: of 
acres could be so reclaimed by Federal 
aid and in no other way. He said the 
bill just introduced in Congress by 
Senator Allen of Nebraska, providing 
an appropriation of $1,000,000 for a sur- 
vey of the headwaters of the rivers of 
the country to locate reservoir sites, 
Was an entering wedge in the right di- 
rection. 

He could not concede the power of 
the national government to uncondi- 
tionally give away the land of the na- 
tion, even to the States. If ceded to 
the States, it should be only on the as- 
surance of the accomplishment of a na- 
tional purpose which, however, un- 
questionably existed in the growing 
necessity of checking the overgrowth 
of our great cities, by subdividing the 
lands of the country into small hold- 
ings to which a dense rural population 
could be worked under. conditions 
which would lead them to cling to it 
through all succeeding generations, and 
check the social and political evils re- 
sulting from the rapid centralization 
of population in cities and manufac- 
turing centers. It is a national duty. 
he said, to promote rural settlement to 
preserve the plain people of whom 
Webster spoke, and multiply the strongz 
and sturdy race which gave us Lincoln 
and Grant, and which can only come 
from the country. 

Dix W. ‘Smith of Elmira, N. Y., an 
irrigation writer of note, advocated the 
establishment of a national irrigation 
‘court on the same lines as ¢the Land 
Court that has proved so successful.

Wind and Snow {he 
Atlantic Coast. 


Three Deaths are Reported from 
New York City. 


Three-masted Schooner Wrecked 
on Mantasket Beach. 


New London Harbor Full of Sailing 
Craft—Snowfall Shows No Sign 
of Letting Up—Temperaturcs in 
the Storm District. 


(WY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 16.—The north- 
West stonm, which struck this city 
about 10 o’clock last night, grew in vio- 
lence until at 6 o’clock this morning a 
howling gale of fifty miles an hour 
raged. The storm, which cannot be 
called a blizzard, because’ lacking the 
element of cold, was the worst since 
1888. At daylight, five inches of snow 
had fallen and was being whirled 
about by the wind. As the day wore 
on, the wind abated and the snowfall 
diminished. At 4 o’clock the sky began 
to clear, and with nightfall the wind 
disappeared, moving on toward New 
England. About eight inches of snow 
fell. The lowest temperature reached 
during the storm was 23 deg. above 
zero. 

Surface and elevated roads and fer- 
ries suffered much inconvenience, but 
are now running as_ usual. Fifteen 
hundred men are cleaning the streets, 
and by 6 o’clock tomorrow morning 
the snow will have been removed. Fair 
and warmer weather is predicted for to- 
morrow. Ample warning of the ap- 
proach of the storm was given to the 
mariners, and probably not much dam- 
age was done to shipping. 

Three deaths due directly or indi- 
rectly to the storm have been reported. 
They are: 

JAMES CULLY, an elevated railway 
employé, found dead on the track:” 

LOUIS BRESSLER, a tailor, found 
frozen to death in a hallway in Pell 
street. 

MORIAR ZANANO, a laborer, 
struck by a Pennsylvania Railroad 
train while working on the track near 
Waverly, N. J. 

In addition to these, William Beck- 
ley. was found: unconscious in a snow- 
drift in Jersey City, so badly frozen 
that he cannot recover, and George 
W. Fears was picked up in this city 
unconscious with the cold and he can- 
net survive. 

The same train that kilied Zanano 
fatally injured Guiseppe Calotto a fel- 
low laborer. 

-THREE-MASTER WRECKED. 

HULL (Mass.,) Dec. 16.—The three- 
masted schoonér Ulrica, which left 
Hillsboro last Friday for Hoboken, N. 
J., with a cargo of plaster rock, was 
wrecked on Nantasket beach just be- 
fore noon today. Capt. John Patterson 
and his crew of six men were rescued 
In an exhausted condition, after un- 
dergoing a terrible experience. 

A furicus northeast gale, accompa- 
nied by snow, struck the vessel before 


| daylight this morning and all her sails 


were blown away. Capt. Patterson 
threw out his anchor, but the sea was 
running high and they failed to hold. 
The wind gradually increased to a 
hurricane, and the thick snowfall made 
it impossible to see a vessel’s length 
away. Mountainous waves broke over 
the vessel, saturating the clothes of 
the crew. The temperature was far 
pelow freezing point and the men were 
badly frost-bitten. 

At 11:30 o’clock the Ulrica struck on 
the big sand bar off the beach, and in 
a short time broke completely in half. 
Several of the top spars went over- 
board. The life-saving crew of Stony 
Beach, headed by Capt. James, 
launched a boat, but could do nothing 
in such a sea. -The second time the 
boat made considerable headway when 
it capsized, letting the crew into the 
water. They narrowly escaped drown- 
ing, but finally reached the wreck and 
took off the captain and the crew, who 
were lashed to the after part of the 
vessel. 

The men were completely exhausted, 
the hands and feet of several being 
frozen. It was late this afternoon be- 
for they were able to tell the name of 
their vessel and of their experiences. 
The life-savers were themselvs almost 
exhausted when they reached land. 

COLD AT BOSTON. 

BOSTON, Dec. 16.—A severe storm 
has been raging here since shortly be- 
fore midday. The wind from the north 
is blowing thirty-seven miles an hour. 
The.temperature is 18 deg. below zero. 

With the exception of the steamer 
Howard, which left here on her usual 
sailing hour yesterday for Baltimore, 
there have been no sailings wf local 
steamers Of the large fleet of Euro- 
pean steamers now some days over due 
at this port, only one, the St. Ronans 
from London, came to anchor today, 
after a fearfully rough passage, fully 
three days late. 

No accidents were reported in the 
harbor. Telegraphic communication 
with the Highlands and others points 
on Cape Cod is interrupted. 
STEAMSHIP TRAFFIC DELAYED. 

-MIDDLETOWN (Ct.,) Dec. 16.— 
Stezrship traffic is greatly delayed by 
the record-breaking storm which now 
prevails and trolley lines are badly 
crippled. The snow is ten inches on 
the level and has drifted four to five 
feet deep. All country roads leading 
into the city are blocked.

The Senator 
said he read a recent interview with 
Mr. McKinley at Canton. in which the 
latter said that the increased produc- 
tion of tin was due to the use of the 
natural oils of Indiana in the manufac- 
ture of tin plates. But Mr. McKinley 
must be mistaken, said Mr. Vest, for 
he found Indiana had only five tin 
works out of seventy-five in operation. 

“No,” said Mr. Vest, “this can be 
answered only by an absolute surrender 
by the Senator from Rhode Island of 
the contention that the enormous duties 
of the McKinley law are necessary to 
the domestic industries of the United 
States.”

‘that five men, either killed outright 


or terribly maimed, with one other 
badly wounded, is the probable result 
of a premature explosion of giant 
powder in the Mollie tunnel at Holy 
Cross, fifteen miles from there, today. 
Cc. A. Trow, bookkeeper for the Holy 


| Cross Gold Mining and Milling Com- 


pany, arrived in Red Cliff by team from 
the company’s works, bringing very 
unsatisfactory and meagre accounts of 
the accident. 

Eleven o’clock in the morning is 
about the hour at which the day shift 
on the tunnel fires the first round of 
holes in the breast. The heavy con- 
cussion was heard on the surface at 
about schedule time, and shortly after- 
ward a man, with his face and head 
terribly cut and bruised and one eye 


‘closed, groped his way out of the tun- 
‘nel and managed to say that a prema- 


ture explosion had occurred at the 
breast, and that a number of men. were 


either dead or frightfully mangled. It . 


is known that about eight holes, loaded 
with from five to seven pounds of giant 
powder each, are fired at a round, ma- 
chine drills being used in the bore. 

Mr. Trow did not wait to ascertain 
the extent of the disaster, but ordered 
one of the teamsters to drive ag to 
Red Cliff in all haste. He was fore- 
man of the shaft. No further details 
are now obtainable, and probably none 
will be known till tomorrow.

A Word About President Kruger—a

- the government of the South African 


Republic were desirous of alienating all 
gutside sympathy, and proving to the 
.world at large that whatever is worthy 
in the Constitution shall be abrogated, 
“and annulled, it could not go 
about the matter in a more thorough 
fashion than it is now _ doing. 
There exists in many minds a tra- 
ditional sympathy with. the Boer, 
and an earnest desire to see the re- 
public which he has created by his 
own self-sacrifice made permanent and 
enduring. But the Boer séems if he 
were resolved to make the republic a 


. mere sham by the blindest, narrowest 
_ of policies, and by repressive legislation 
‘that would disgrace to Russian 


autocracy. Not all the heroism of a 
generation that is now dying out will 
suffice to preserve from execration a 


_Tepublic which is rapidly being made 


such only in name, and which is now 
governed on lines that outrage every 


_ canon of democracy. A new law for 
muzzling the press and another for the 


expulsion of “suspected” persons are 
the latest manifestations of that spirit 
and 
which, if uncontrolled, will untimately 


. push the South African Republic to its 


ruin. There can be little doubt that 
this is ‘“‘panic’’ legislation, and is the 
consequence of the Jameson raid and 
the reform movement, but it is dis- 
astrous, all the same, and drives even 
‘the ‘most sympathetic friends of the 
republic to the conclusion that if the 
ruin of the State should come about, 
it will be almost impossible to say a 


_ single word to avert it. In a country 


where

hold sway, no honest man. will ‘regret 
the governmental crash when it comes. 
A real republic here would, in my opin- 
ion,. be a boon for all South Africa. 
But if wiser counsels do not prevail, 
President Kruger and his friends will 
utterly destroy all the hopes that are 


‘ puilt upon a healthy development of 


free democratic institutions here, and 
will seal their own doom. This regreta- 
ble, but just now it seems inevitable. 
My sympathies were largely on the 
side of the Boers when I came here, 
and I have not altered my views as to 
the character of the reform movement 
or the Jameson raid, but in the face 
of legislation such as has just been 


* carried in the Raad it becomes more 


and more difficult to-say a good word 
on behalf. of those who are driving the 


. ship of state into such dangerous seas. 


Whatever was hoped a little time ago, 
it is now clear that there is no likeli- 
hood of the present rulers of the land

Presi- 
dent Kruger has £8000 a year, and 
liberal allowances for expenses. He 
has been handsomely feed, it is said, 
by those who have secured monopolies, 
such as the railway, dynamite, and 
other concessions.

--ent residence as a free gift. And the 


worst feature of it is that these privi- 
jeges have passed into the hands of 
private persons, and the State, as such, 
benefits in no way. ‘They have, it 
seems, been secured chiefly by brib- 
ing the members of the Raad and of 
the Executive, but the burghers have 
not benefited by the transactions. 

The members of the Raad are mostly 
ignorant,’ bigoted farmers, of a low 
standard of intelligence. They draw 
three guineas a day for expenses, and 
6s 6d per hour, in addition for com- 
mittee work. The sessions are grad- 
ually getting longer and longer, and 
just now there is an adjournment for 
a month, during which period pay goes 
on as usual. In addition to this, nearly 
every measure passed through the 
House has to be secured by bribery.

to play ducks and drakes with, and 


they are not slow to show how they 
appreciate the powers they possess, 
They have their hands deep in the well- 
filled purse, and they will not easily 
surrender the spoils. The liberty they 
have now, and the rights ‘they claim 
to hold so dear, they are very un- 
willing to extend to others. They are 
“but newcomers into this land them- 
selves, having dispossessed, with much 
cruelty, those who were in -possession 
when they arrived. But they speak 
and act as if they had owned the coun- 
try for centuries. Let it not be 
imagined that their exclusiveness is 
directed solely against newcomers. 
There are men high in the service of 
the State, who have done good work 
‘for the republic for periods of ten and 
twelve years, but who are ‘‘Outlanders”’ 
even now, and are never likely to be 
admitted ‘to the priviliges of citizen- 
ship. Afrikanders, that is to say, men 
born in South Africa, and citzens of 
Cape Colony and of the Free State, 
who have resided here for years, are 
no nearer citizenship in the Transvaal 
‘than ever they were. The Boer treats 
white men and black men just alike in 
He will 
admit neither of them to these privi- 
liges if he can help it. Outlanders 
speak of themselves as “white Kaf- 
firs.”’ and there is no denying the ac- 
curacy of the description in this con- 
nection. It is like flogging a dead 
horse to refer at this date to the mad- 
ness of the Jameson raid. It was in- 
-conceivably stupid, in design and 
wretchedly feeble in execution. Those 
who ‘know all that occurred do not 
hesitate to ascribe Jameson’s in- 
capacity to a cause which does him lit- 
tle credit. But the fact remains that 
the steady trend of events in favor of 
the Outlanders was badly checked by 
the Jameson incident. Among the

progressive in tendency, and tired of

There could be no greater delusion 
than the so-called concessions made to 
Johannesburg. The new municipality 
is a fraud. It will be in no sense rep- 
resentative of ‘the ratepayers, and most 
people declare that things under the 
new regime are likely to be worse than 
even the present state of affairs. As 
to the Education Bill, it is very. hard to 
see how that has been a boon to the 
Outlanders. ‘The biggest school in the 
Transvaal, if not in South Africa, is 
the Marist Brothers’ School in. Johan- 
nesburg, with over six hundred boys on 
the rolls. But this school gets no govern- 
ment grant, because the medium of in- 
struction is English, and the same 
holds good of the various schools in 
Pretoria, Barberton, and other places I 
have visited. In matters of religion, 
too, although nominally there is equal- 
ity, in actual practice it is quite the 
reverse, and in some of the Dutch 
newspapers just to hand advertisements 
are inserted offering employment in 
the government service, but stipulat- 
ing that no Catholics need apply. Now, 
when I saw Mr. Kruger some time 
ago, he denied most strenuously that 
there were any disabilities on account 
of religion, yet, in the face of this, ad- 
vertisements appear with such condi- 
tions as I have named. This double 
dealing only bears out what I have 
been told often, but what-I did not -be- 
lieve, namely, that- you cannot believe 
the statements made by these people.

on their work have recently been made 
more difficult and uncertain. I have 
endeavored to keep an open mind on 
all these matters, and by no means 
join in the wholesale and emphKatic 
condemnation of all things Boer 
that one hears here so often. But 
the recent proceedings in the way of 
“jumping” the property of some of 
the mini companies, the alarming 
and seemingly untrue pronouncement 
of a State engineer in regard to the 
deep-level properties, and the enforce- 
ment of regulations as to Sunday labor 
seem to show a spirit of vindictive- 
ness. on the part of certain officials, if 
not of the government itself, that 
speaks badly for future developments. 

So far as Sunday labor goes, the 
head of the mining industry is at log- 
gerheads with some of his subordinates, 
and declared the other day that a 
new regulation in regard to Sunday 
labor was a piece of spite on the part 
of an official ‘‘who was once begging 
for a job at the mines, but could not 
get one, and who now, having a little 
authority, was desirous of showing that 
he had the industry under his thumb.” 
This is the publicly-expressed opinion 
of a government official in regard to 
the action of one of his colleagues. 
It is feared that all this “harrying’”’ 
is the outcome of some corrupt move 
on the part of certain speculators, 
who desire to influence the markets 
adversely. For instance, the publica- 
tion of an opinion by a government 
engineer, who only holds his place 
temporarily, to the effect that the deep- 
level properties, for which such large 
sums have been paid, no not contain 
the reefs, seems either to have been 
a piece of wanton malice in order to 
“pear” the markets, or was a 
thoughtless and ignorant proceeding, 
entirely without justification. Putting 
together the string of coincidences to 
which I have referred, it dues not 
seem unreasonable to believe that 
highly-placed individuals’ in the gov- 
ernment have been a party to mere 
wrecking for certain ends of their own. 
Where so much jobbery and corruption 
prevail, it is certainly not beyond prob- 
ability that some such move has 
been carried out. Despite all these 
drawbacks, the Outlanders sesm_ to 
have accepted’ the situation, and are 
making the best of it. We are in no 
way likely to have a recurrence of any 
militant agitation. The government is 
providing against ‘such a contingency 
by increasing its police, and enrolling 
volunteers.

there was a parade of these forces in 
Johannesburg, their combined strength 
being about fifteen hundred men, 
mostly mounted and well-armed.

of progress. If they do not, then the 
best hope of the Outlander lies in the 
folly, the ignorance, the _ retrograde 
tendency of the Boers and their rulers. 
These will in the long run produce a 


crop of trouble that will bring the: 


fabric of the State about the ears of 
its guardians, who are really its worst 
enemies. Laws against the press, laws 
giving arbitrary powers to individuals, 
corruption in high places, and the va- 
rious ills from which the South: Afri- 
can Republic now suffers would inevita- 
bly drag down even a more powerful 
oligarchy than that which exists here. 
The Outlander is here to stay. He is 
a constantly-increasing factor. In 
brains, in wealth, and in power, even 
if not in mere point of numbers, the 
British element predominates. This 
force is continually exerting an infiu- 
ence which will in the long run change 
the face of affairs. ‘‘Mind will rule 
and matter yield,’’ and the Outlander

and by penal enactments. I do not 
mean to say that all the Outlander ele- 
ments are desirable, for, as one Out- 
lander expressed to me, “If the recent 
revolution had been successful there 
would have been a second revolution of 
the clean-handed, honest Outlanders in 
order to save ourselves from a tyranny 
quite as bad as the Kruger régime.” 
There exists, amongst much that is 
selfish, materialistic and despicable in 
the Outlander element, a goodly num- 
ber of high-minded, earnest, sturdy 
and resolute men, chiefly young 
men, who, having taken up their 
abode here, and being resolved 
to settle down, will be sure to leaven 
public opinion and do something to 
make politics less malodorous than 
they are at present. Meantime they 
can do little except prepare for emerg- 
encies. Agitation of any kind at the 
moment would be useless. But the 
time is rapidly coming when even the 
Boers will have to find a way out of 


present clique. At the last Presiden-| the difficulties that are encompassing 


them. I ventured to predict in a for- 
mer letter that the fiscal policy that 
prevails all over South Africa, and 
under which food is taxed and brandy 
and diamonds go free, would hardly 
stand the strain of rinderpest, locust 
and other evils. Much more rapidly 
than I imagined my words are being 
verifed. Already in the Cape Colony 
and in Natal a powerful movement has 
been set on foot in order to bring about 
much needed reforms. Angry deputa- 
tions have waited upon the ministry, 
and a special session of the Legslatures 


are demanded in order to devise rem-’ 


edies for the evils that now face the 
people. The Transvaal is now suffering 
from the same scourges which are forc- 
ing the colonists to be up and doing 
in order to escape starvation. Many of 
the Transvaal Boers are already poor 
enough. In a year or so they will be 
paupers. They may then come to see 
that a prosperous State cannot be built 
up permanently on the lines followed 
by those now in power. A crisis such 
as impends will do more to open

and to help forward those who are for 
reform than years of agitation. And 
out of this trouble the Outlanders will 
emerge triumphant. Not a triumph of 
one section over another, not a triumph 
of Britisher over Boer, but a triumph 
of men of all nationalities here, who 
are now taxed to maintain a system of 
government which refuses them any 
voice in the control of affairs, and 
which is administered neither imparti- 
ally nor honestly as between man and 
man. It will also be a triumph for 
democratic principles, and for govern- 
ment by the people of the South Afri- 
can Republic. Today that republic is 
a byword and a reproach, but it is only 
by the exercise of patience and good 
sense that a better condition of affairs 
can be evolved. Premature action or 
ill-considered policy would but tend to 
perpetuate a state of affairs which

so much to strengthen. I drew the. 
attention of your readers in a former 
letter to the developments in connec- 
tion with railway matters here, and I 
especially dwelt on the arrangements 
that were then. being made by which 
the Orange Free State is to take over 
its own lines, previously worked by the 
Cape government. It would appear 
that there is to be trouble over the pro- 
portion which is to go to each party, 
and already a tariff war is spoken of. 
If the Cape gives way to the Free 
State now, then for a long time _ to 
come it is to be feared that she will be 
under the heel of the latter, and this 
prospect is naturally disquieting to 
Cape politicians. The Cape ministry is 
not popular with the British element 
either in the Colony or here in the 
Transvaal. Sir James Sivewright is 
especially despised by all Britishers, 
none of whom have .a good word to say 
for him in any light, eitheras politician 
financier or business man. If Sive- 
wright only deserves one-half of the 
things that are said against him, then 
the Transvaal is not the only place 
where politics are at a low ebb. Mean- 
time the importance of this railway 


matter to the Colony cannot be exag-‘ 


gerated. Holders of the Cape Colony 
loan, which stands very well just now, 
had better watch carefully the course 
of events. One thing makes for a 
friendly adjustment of the trouble, and 
that is that both the Free State and the 
Colony will be heavy sufferers by a 
railway war.

In another part of Tur TIMES this 
morning is related the story of the 
magnificent gift of the Los Feliz 
Rancho, containing over three thou- 
sand acres of land, to the city of Los 
Angeles for park purposes, by our well- 
known citizen, Griffith J. Griffith. Every 
resident of this city will be interested 
in the circumstances attending this 
noble gift, which means so much to 
the Los Angeles of the future. 

Mr. Griffith's generous offering 
comes as a Christmas gift to the peo- 
ple of this city. Los Angeles, it is 
hardly necessary to say, -has- never 
before received a gift so munificent. 
Few cities, indeed, have been more 
generously favored. Los Angeles, by 
reason .of Mr. Griffith's. munificence, 
will enjoy the distinction of having the 
largest city park in the world. When 
improved, as it will be in due course 
of time, Griffith Park*can be made 
the finest as well as the _ largest 
city park on the face of the globe. 
It offers great natural advantages for 
improvement and beautification. When 
Los Angeles shall have become a great 
metropolis, its crowded population will 
need an ample breathing-spot, and this 
new park will supply the need most 
satisfactorily. It is within so short a 
distance from the city as to be easily 
accessible, and its vast area presents 
a panorama of diversified scenery such 
as no other public pleasure-ground in 
the world can boast. 

The far-famed Bois de Boulogne is 
three miles from Paris, proper. The 
parksite presented by Mr. Griffith to 
Los Angeles is but little more than a 
mile outside the present city limits. 
It contains two and one-half miles of 
frostless foothills, bordering on the 
Cahuenga Valley, and includes some 
five miles of the Los Angeles River 
bottom, and the lands known as the 
ostrich farm.

THREE NOTABLE FUNERALS, 


It was a cold and bleak September 
day in 1859, on the old Plaza of San 
Francisco, as a group of nearly three 
thousand people, dressed in the garb 


stood weeping over a coffin that con- 
tained all that was mortal of a man 
who had fallen on what was then 
known as the “field of honor.” The 


the inspired orator was calling on so- 
ciety to rise in its might and stamp 
his relic of medieval barbarism 
which steals the cloak of honor to 
hide the dagger of the assassin; and 
which “palters with the hope of true 
courage and binds it at its feet with 
a crafty and a cruel skill.” This pro- 
cession, which walked out to Lone 
Mountain to deposit the remains of 
the fallen tribune within his final rest- 
ing-place beside the sounding sea was 
the largest one on the Pacific Coast up 
to 1875. 

In that year a man died by his own 
hand, whose rise from obscurity had 
been quite as marvelous as that of 
Senator Broderick. This man was 
William C. Ralston, of whom it could 
be more truthfully said that he found

The city was almost deserted, and 
not a carriage could be had “for love 
or money” on that day after 10 o’clock 
in the morning. The procession that fol- 
lowed Ralston to the grave was over 
five miles long. 

The third great funeral in San Fran- 
cisco’s history was last Monday, and 
the honored dead was not a statesman 
nor a banker, but simply a woman. 
Not a queen, nor yet the wife of a 
President of the republic, but just a 
woman of every-day life. But such a 
woman! All the crowns that queens 
and empresses have worn in the 
world’s bygone centuries could rival 
the glory of womanly goodness that 
sat enthroned upon the cold, white 
brow over which the sweet gray hair 
had been smoothed down for the last 
time on earth. This was a self-sacri- 
ficing woman who had toiled for the 
good of her race and felt herself most

Thus, California is receiving large 
accretions of actual settlers, as well 
as a large tourist travel. Both classes 
are welcome. They will find here a 
land more favored by nature, as re- 
gards all the conditions which make 
life enjoyable, than any other section 
of the United States, if not of. the 
world. Those who have been accus- 
tomed to spending their winters in 
Florida will be surprised to find in 
Los Angeles a climate as much supe- 
rior to that of Florida, almost, as the 


climate of Florida is superior to that 


of the extreme Northern States. They 
will find here an absence of the cold, 
raw weather which frequently forms 
a conspicuous, though unwelcome, feat- 
ure of the Florida winter. Our nights 
and mornings, it is true, are some- 
what cool. The word. “cold,” as it is 
generally understood, can seldom or 
never be used with correctness as de- 
scriptive of the temperatures of the 
valley regions of Southern California. 
In the mountain sections one can find 
bracing temperatures if he desires such 
a tonic. Indeed, it is one of the chief 
advantages of the California climate 
that one can find almost any tempera- 
ture, altitude, degree of humidity, or 
other climatic condition he may desire, 
somewhere in the State. No other 
State in the Union offers so great a 
diversity of climate as California, and 
he who cannot be suited somewhere 
in the State, in this regard, is indeed 
difficult to please. a 

But the winter climate of Southern 
California is not by any means the 
only climatic advantage which we pos- 
sess over other sections of the country. 
It is difficult for persons who spend 
only the winter season here to realize 
that our summer climate is even more 
delightful than our winter climate. 
Yet such is literally the fact. Un- 
comfortably hot days are the rare ex- 
ception. During most of the summer 
days a cool breeze comes in from the 
ocean throughout those hours of the 
day when the sun is high in the 
heavens. Were it not for this cool 
ocean breeze the temperature of Los 
Angeles in summer would be uncom- 
fortably hot. But, thanks to the 
beneficent influence of this cool ocean 
breeze, our summer climate is even 
more equable and agreeable, if possible, 
than our winter climate. So gradually, 
almost imperceptibly, does one season 
glide into another, that one hardly 
notes the transition from summer to 
winter and from winter to summer.

pugilism in this State. If the gang of 


thieves and vagrants whom a degen- 
erate local press has elevated into 
heroic positions, want to keep on at 
their. villainous methods of getting a 
precarious livelihood, let them go else- 
where. Perhaps in a hundred of these 
men you might find a half-dozen who 
are not thieves and toughs, but they 
always have them following in their 
train.

Chicago Scheme for Preserving the 
Bodies of the Dead.

CHICAGO, Dee. 16.—Charles D. and 
Frank T. Boydston of thjs city think 
they have discovered a method of 
turning human bodies into stone and 
preserving them forever.

SHIPPED THE CASH. | 
Sensational Showing in a Bank Case 
- Denver. 
DENVER, Dec. 16.—Testimony was 
given in the trial in the United States 
court of Charles H. Dow, president 
and Sydney E. McClurken, teller of the 
Commercial National Bank, and O. E. 
Miller of the Hernia Treatment Com- 
pany, now of Chicago, charged with 
misappropriation of-the bank’s funds, 
is of a sensational nature.

San Pedro Will Be Inspected To- 
\morrow—Public Meetings’ for 


Hearing Testimony and Argu- 
ments Will Begin Next Monday. 


* ‘The first meeting in this city of the 
harbor board was held yesterday morn- 
ing at the Westminster Hotel. None 
but members of the board were pres- 
ent at this session, but the following 
statement, prepared under the direc- 
| tion of the board, was given out iast 
evening by Secretary Pratt: 

“The board for locating a deep-wa- 
ter harbor in Southern California, at 
its session today determined to com- 
mence its public hearings on Monday 
next, the 2ist inst., in the meeting 
room of the Chamber of Commerce. 
The hearings will begin each day at 10 
a.m. and close at 1 p.m., and will be 
devoted solely to the consideration of 
“matters bearing upon the merits of 
the two locations (San Pedro and Santa 
Monica) as harbors. It is the desire of 
the board that the advocates of the 
two locations shall determine between 
themselves as to which shall open the 
argument. The board also decided that 
it was inexpedient to accept free trans- 
portation to the various points which 
it may desire to visit in connection with 
its investigations; all services and fa- 
cilities afforded the board will be paid 
for at reasonable rates.” 

Today and tomorrow will be devoted 
to a personal inspection by the board 
of, the two proposed locations for the 
harbor. The members will go to Santa 
Monica this morning, returning in the 
evening. They will probably be accom- 
panied by some official of the South- 
ern Pacific, who will go with them 
simply as a guide and for the purpose 
of giving any necessary information 
concerning the local geography. To- 


morrow the board will visit San Pedro:|. 


under the guidance of some one fa- 
miliar with that locality. 

In these inspections it is the pur- 
pose of the board to become pefsonally 
acquainted with the general topography 
of each proposed site. No hearing will 
be given to advocates of either harbor. 
The engineers of the Southern Pacific, 
BE. L. Corthell and William Hood, are 
in the city, but will not accompany the 
oe on the trip to Santa’ Monica to- 

ay. 

Every preparation is being made for 
a thorough presentation of the merits 
of the two harbor sites at the public 
Meetings beginning next week. The 
Southern Pacific engineers will bring 
before the board the familiar arguments 
that have been so often advanced in 
favor of Santa Monica. They will un- 
doubtedly strain every nerve to induce 
the board to decide in their favor. It 
is Huntington’s last chance to secure 
government aid for his harbor, and the 
chance will not be neglected.

-GRIFFITH’S GENEROUS GIFT. | 


THREE THOUSAND ACRES: PRESENTED TO THE CITY TO 
BE A PUBLIC PARK FOREVER. 


Special Meeting of the Council Called to Receive the Gift from the Hands 
of the Public-spirited Donor—The Mayor and Councilmen Officially 
. Express the City’s Appreciation of the Generous Act, and 
Accept the Land by Ordinance. 


A princely gift has been made to the 
city of Los Angeles by one of her 
most prominent citizens. A magnificent 
body of land, comprising some 3000 
acres, has been presented to the city 
by Griffith J. Griffith, to be used as 
a public park. The presentation was 
made yesterday morning at a special 
meeting of the Council, and in the 
presence of some leading business men 
and friends of the donor. 


The only condition attached to the 
gift is that the land shall be used 
perpetually as a public park. It is 
admirably suited to this purpose, for it 
lies along the Los Angeles River and 
comprises a rich diversity of soil and 
surface. The tract lies about one mile 
north of the city limits, and will prove 
easily accessible. It embraces’ the 
well-known Los Feliz ranch, which has 
been owned by Mr. Griffith for the 
past fifteen years. In his letter to the 
Council, expressing his intention to 
present the land to the city, Mr. Grif- 
fith suggests that if a charter is 
‘granted for a railroad to the park, 
the rate of fare shall be limited to 5 
cents. No other restriction or condi- 
tion is imposed.

Mr. Griffith advanced to the chair- 
man’s desk, holding in his hand a roll 
of paper tied with a bit of delicate rib- 
bon, which he presented to the Mayor, 
saying: 

“This document has heen tied with 
blue ribbon by my better half. There 
goes with it the blessing of my little 
family.” 

Mayor Rader, accepting the docu- 
ment, replied to the donor as follows: 

“Mr. President, and gentlemen, and 


Mr. Griffith: Mr. Griffith has not fully | 


informed us what this little document 
is, but I happen to }e in the secret of 
the transaction, and [I know that it 
is a memorandum that is intended to 
carry with it the gift of a valuable p ece 
of land to this city, to be held in trust 
by the city, for the benefit of the peo- 
ple.

he came to America with an uncle and 
in 1866 he attended the public schools 
of Ashland, Schuylkill county, Pa. 
Afterward, through the generosity of 
Benjamin and Jane Mowry of Dan- 
ville, the county seat of Montour 
county, Pa., he was enabled to attend 
the public schools of that place for four 
years. 

At the age of 20 he went to Pitts- 
burgh and entered the employ of the 
Columbus West Carriage Company. 
From there he went to Philadélphia 
and was employed by the firm of es 


ner & Engle as press representative. 
In 1873 Mr. Griffith came to California 
and was employed on the Alta Cali- 
fornia, then owned by McCrellish & 
Woodward, as mining reporter. This 
gave-an opportunity for gaining a 
knowledge of mines, and he became a 
mining expert. On his reports of mines 
many very large transactions have de- 
pended. His profession as mining ex- 
pert was practiced in California, Ari- 
zona, Nevada, New Mexico and the Re- 
public of Mexico. 

In 1882 he came to Los Angeles and 
purchased the Rancho Los Feliz, the 
land now given to the city for a park. 
His career in Los Angeles is well 
known to all. through his prominent 
connection with the State Horticultural 
Society, the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Board of Trade, his prominence for 
many years as an orange raiser and his 
work in that station in organizing the 
Pioneers’ Fruit Growers’ Association 
and the active and able work done by 
him as secretary of the Citizens’ 
League. 

The present donation is not Mr. Grif- 
fith’s first gift to Los Angeles, as Cen- 
tral avenue from Washington street to 
the city limits and Adams street from 
San Pedro street about three-quarters 
of a mile east, were given by him to 


the city five years ago. 


In conversation yesterday Mr. Griffith 
said that one thing which actuated him 
in making this donation was the hope 
that it might induce other wealthy 
men to make similar gifts and thus con- 
tribute to the beauty and resources of 
this fair city. He added humorously 
that another reason was that he was 
tired of paying taxes upon the property 
and had concluded to let the city have 
it. Inasmuch as the value of the tract 
is estimated at from $200,000 to $300,000, 
it is quite evident that no motive of 
self-interest inspired the generous act. 

A SURPRISE IN THE COUNCIL. 


All the proceedings in relation to the 
affair had been kept secret, and hence 
when a special session of the City 
Council was called yesterday morning 
at 10 o'clock, only the persons imme- 
diately interested were aware of the 
object of the meeting. But the sus- 
pense was short, and the secret soon 
yealed. 


President Teed being absent, Coun- 


half of the people of Los Angeles, and 
as the Executive of the city, to thank 
you, in accepting this, and to express 
my appreciation for the generous mo- 
tives which have actuated you in giv- 
ing to the city this valuable gift of 
three thousand or more acres of land,

shall never be forgotten. Here is a 
man that has endeared himself to . all 
our people. 

“T have learned to love the name of 
George Washington. I have never seen 
George Washington. I love the name 
of Abe Lincoln. I never saw Abe Lin- 
coln. Why do I love them? It is for 
the noble deeds which they have done 
and performed which makes them live 
in the hearts of the people. So it will 
be with people who come to this city 
in future years.

The speech-making concluded, Coun- 
cilman Munson presented the following 
ordinance, having to do with the city’s 
acceptance of Mr. Griffith’s gift: 


THE GIFT ACCEPTED. 
“Ordinance No. — (New Series.) 
‘An ordinance accepting and dedicating 


certain lands in the county of Los | 


Angeles as a public park. 

“Whereas, Griffith J. Griffith has this 
day presented to the city of Los Ange- 
les certain lands outside of said city 
and to the northwest thereof, and con- 
sisting of about three thousand acres; 
and, whereas, the purpose of said gift 
is that said lands may be and become 
a pleasure park for the use of the in- 
habitants of said city forever; and, 
whereas said gift is made by said Grif- 
fith J. Griffith without condition or re- 
striction; 

“Now, therefore, the Mayor 
Council of the city of Los Angeles do 
ordain as follows: 

“Sec. 1. That those certain lands sit- 
wated northwest of the city of Los An- 
geles along the Los Angeles River, and 
containing about three thousand acres, 
this day presented to said city by 
Griffith J. Griffith be and the same are 
hereby accepted and forever dedicated 
to be used as a. public park for the use 
and bentfit of the inhabitants of said 
city of Los Angeles. 

“Sec. 2. That in honor of the donor 
of said lands and as evidence of the 
appreciation of the people of the city of 
Los Angeles said park shall be forever 
known as and called ‘Griffith Park.’ 

“Sec. 3. The City Engineer is hereby 
directed to make an immediate sur- 


vey of the exterior boundaries of said | 


park, and to furnish the City Attor- 
ney with a description thereof. 

“Bec. 4. The City Attorney is hereby 
directed to prepare the necessary con- 
Veyances according to the description 
furnished him by the City Engineer, 
and when said lines and descriptions 
are agreed upon to accept from Mr. 
Griffith deeds for said property and to 
record the. same in the County Re- 
corder’s office. 

“Bec. 6. The City Clerk is hereby 

to prepare and present to 

Griffith J. Griffith an engrossed copy of 
this ordinance.”’

master referred in his introductory 
remarks to the unique occasion of the 
gathering, which was for the purpose 
of celebrating a generous gift, made 
by. a man who had not waited until at 
the point of death to give of his abund- 
ance to his fellow-man, from his self- 
earned accumulations. Mr. Slauson 
said he knew of no instance where a 
gift so largely proportioned to the 
donows means had been bestowed upon 
a mumicipality. 
_ Mayor Rader, in response to the toast 
of “The Outgoing Administration,” ob- 
jected to reciting his own funeral dirge.

Rader, who spoke at considerable 
length, then paid a tribute to each of 
the outgoing officials.

Harry Brook, in response to the 
toast “The Future of Los Angeles,”

W. E. spoke on “Public 
Spirit,’ which he declared to be synon- 
ymous with patriotism. 

Mayor-elect Snyder was called on to 
reply to the toast “The Incoming Ad- 
ministration.” He commented at some 
length on Mr. Griffith’s donation, and 
also promised a progressive adminis- 
tration, tempered by economy. 

Judge Campbell declared that he was 
not old enough to speak for ‘‘The Boys 
of Olden Times,’ but nevertheless 
made some felicitious remarks on the 
subject. 

J. H. Dockweiler, from the engineerr 
ing standpoint, recommended the em- 
ployment of Frederick Law Olmstead, 
the world-renowned landscape artist, 
to lay out a plan for the park. 

Judge Campbell indorsed this sug- 
gestion, referring to the good work 
done by Mr. Olmstead on the parks in 
Brooklyn, New York and San Fran- 
cisco. 

Capt. Overton spoke on ‘‘Municipal 
Government,” giving some interesting 
facts in regard to the growth and early 
history of municipalities in the Old 
World. - He thought the estimate of a 
previous speaker that in ten years Los 
Angeles would have a population of 
500,000, was conservative.

SOME BELLS. 


Inscriptions on the Most Pameus 
One of the World. 


The heaviest bell ever made in the 
United States was the alarm bell for- 
merly in the City Hall in New York, 
says the Detroit Free Press. It weighed 
23,000 pounds. In 1867 it was broken 
and recast in smaller fire bells. 

The most celebrated bell in the United 
States is that known as the Liberty 
bell in Philadelphia. It was imported 
from England in 1752, cracked by a trial 
stroke, and recast in Philadelphia by 
Isaac Norris. On July 4, 1776, this bell 
announced the signing of the Declara- 


cracked while being rung in honor of 
Henry Clay’s visit to Philadelphia, and 
since then has been on exhibition in 
Independence Hall. It bears the fol- 
lowing inscription, taken from Leviti- 
cus xxv, 10: “‘Proclaim liberty through- 
out the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.”’

III in the little 
Sanctuary, Westminster, are ‘these 
words:

‘NELSON’S FAMOUS SIGNAL. 


"Engind Expects Every Man to Do 
His Duty.” 


At the United Services Institute, 
Whitehall, at which relics connected 
with Trafalgar and Nelson are to be 
exhibited, there is a time-stained doc- 
ument, framed, and hung on the west- 
ern Wall, fr 
the famous signal, “England expects 
every man to do his. duty,” was not 
wholly Nelson’s, says St. James Ga- 
zette. Lieut. Pasco, who was responsi- 
ble for the signaling on the admiral’s 
ship, makes the folloWing statement: 
“His Lordship came to me on the poop 
and, after ordering certain signals to 
be made, about a quarter to noon, said: 
‘Mr. Pasco, I want to say to the fleet: 
“England confides that every man will 
do his duty.”’ He added: ‘You must 
be quick, for I have one more to all, 
which is for close action.’ I replied: 
‘If your Lohrship will permit me to 
substitute ‘“‘expects” for “‘confides” the. 
signal will soon be completed, because 
the word “expects” is in the vocabu- 
lary and “‘confides’’ must be spelt.’ His 
Lordship replied in haste and in seem- 
ing satisfaction: ‘That will do, Pasco: 
make it directly.’ As the last hoist 
was handed down Nelson’ turned to 
Capt. Blackwood, who was standing 
by him, with:

Before taking up the case set for the, 
forenoon «session, Justice Morrison 
handed down the following opinion in 
the case against Charles Pickenbach, 
the proprietor of the Olive saloon, at 
the corner of Eighth and Olive streets, 
which was tried December 4: 

“The defendant in the above entitled 
cause is charged with having sold to 
one J. W. Ball a certain spiritous liquor, 
to-wit, whisky, between the hours of 12 
o’clock midnight, December 1, and 5 
a.m., Wednesday,, December, 2, 18 in 
the Olive saloon inh s Angeles city 
“The evidence in the above ontitted 
cause shows that the complaining wit- 
ness, J. W. Ball, and one H. S. Ryder, 
went into defendant’s saloon two or 
three minutes before midnight; that the 
lights had all been extinguished except 
one electric light, which the defendant 
always kept burning during the night; 
that the defendant had removed his 
saloon garb, and had his coat and hat 
on, and had closed up the rear doors of: 
the saloon, and was all ready to close 
the saloon except locking one of the 
double front doors; that the complain- 
ing witness and Mr. Ryder asked the: 
defendant when they first came into the 
saloon for the toilet; that the defendant 
unlocked the three doors and showed 
the parties the closet; that they went 
into the closet’and remained there until 
after 12 o’clock; that on their returning 
from the closet they went up to the 
bar, and Mr. Ryder asked the defendant 
for some port wine, and Mr. Ball asked 
for beer; that the defendant then sug- 
sted that if they had dysentery that 
ckberry brandy would be better for 
them, and that they said, ‘All right; 
give us’blackberry brandy and beer;’ 


r complaini 

gave him and received in payment 
therefor the sum of 25 cents; that dur- 
ing all this time there was.no one else 
in the saloon; that after the complain- 
ing witness and Mr. Ryder had pro- 
cured the flask of whisky they left the 
place, and that the defendant closed 
his saloon. 

‘*‘All the evidence in this case shows, 
or tends to show, that the defendant 
was ready to close his, saloon before 
midnight, and that he would have 
closed the same had it not been for the 
acts of the complaining witness and 
Mr. Ryder. It also shows that whether 
the witnesses for the people intended 
to deceive the defendant or not, the 
defendant believed from the actions and 
appearance of Mr. Ryder that he, at 
least, was in distress, and acting upon 
that belief he gave them blackberry 
brandy instead of port wine. It might. 
be claimed that the sale of the whisky 
was not an act of humanity: but the 
sale of the whisky, the sale of the beer 
was really but a single act (so far as 
any intent can be imputed.to the de- 
fendant,) the time being so shortly 
after 12 o’clock, and from all the other 


there was no intent on the part of the 
defendant to violate the ordinance in 
question (and without the union of ac- 
tion and intent there is no offense) and 
for this reason the judgment of the 
court is that the complaint be dis- 
missed and the defendant discharged.” 

The decision was clearly cau for 
keen disappointment to Dr, McLean 
and his friends, who felt assured of at 
least a techincal success.

This sort of testimony was elabor- 
ated and expatiated upon for almost 
an hour, until it even lost its flavor for 
the prurient audience. But Mr. Rush 
had no intention of allowing any detail 
of the ministers’ and theological stu- 
dents’ escapade to go unheard. He 
probed the memory of the witness for 
fresh incidents and personal sensations 
and impressions, and sought to involve 
him in contradictory reminiscences of 
his slumming trips.

‘LONG DELAYED RAIN MAKES FARM- 


ERS AND CATTLE MEN HAPPY. 


The Robert Ayers Ranch Passes 
into the Hands of a Santa Bar- 

, bara Girl Who Will Raise Cattle 
on a Large Scale—That Election 
Contest. ' 


_ VENTURA, Dec. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Ventura county \is, at a 
low estimate, $25,000 richer today than 
yesterday, and this only covers the rain 
value to two industries, farming and 
cattle-raising. Rain began falling at 
7:30 a.m. on Tuesday, and by midnight 
one-quarter of an inch had fallen in 
this city, with an average for the 
county of one inch. As most of the 
farming land was prepared by first 
plowing, no moisture was lost, and an 
immense amount of good was done. 
In the mountain ranges,snow fell to the 
depth of two to four inches, and a good 
start.is guaranteed the stock feed. All 
of the mountain streams show marked 
increase in water supply, and it is 
thought that the danger line for this 
season of the year on the pisos wvanges 
has been passed. 
BEANS AND PRODUCE. 

No sales of produce, beans or fruit, 
in large qnantities, have been reported, 
and none will be during December. 
The Bean-growers’ Association claims 
to have absolute control of the market 
‘and will allow sales under $2. 
Buyers are making no offers, as they 
claim that there is no demand "at aay 
price. Fruit sales are slow, and no 
offerings in amount are being made. 
A few shipments have been made to 
Chicago and San Francisco, of inferior 
grades of apricots and prunes, but as 
these consignments have been made on 
commission, no figures will be given for 
publication. F. E. Barnard, one of the 
leading buyers, informed the Times 
representative this morning that he did 
not look for an active market in any 
line of produce until after January 15. 

AYERS RANCH LEASED. 

An important transaction in cattle 
and ranch property, including the lease- 
hold of the well-known Ayers ranch 
in the Casitas Pass country, was con- 
cluded on Monday. 

Paul Charlebois and J. H. Ayers, 
who have been raising stock on the 
Robert Ayers ranch for the past three 
years, on Monday disposed of their 
stock, ranch tools and leasehold for 
$6950 cash, to Miss S. Virgeo Buckland 
of Santa Barbara, who will continue 
the business of cattle-raising. Through 
her attorney Miss Buckland has secured 
a long-time lease of the Ayers ranch 
at a yearly rental of $1500. It is 
stated that the standard of the stock 
on the ranch will be raised and the 
business increased materially in 
volume. Mr. Charlebois retires from 
the business, as he has been unable to 
give it his undivided attention, ow- 
ing to the demands on his time in th 
line of his official duties as Sheriff o 
this county. This transfer is one of 
the most important of recent date in 
this county.

COMMERCIAL. 
CALIFORNIA APRICOTS. 8t. 
advices report California apricots in 
strong hands and in light supply. 
Stocks on the Pacific Coast are about 
exhausted and there are practically 
none in the East. 


CALIFORNIA RAISINS. The St. 
Louis Interstate Grocer says the ap- 
proach of the holidays has created a 
good demand for California raisins, and 
spot stocks are being rapidly depleted. 
According to some estimates there are 
only about one-fourth of the quantity 
of raisins in California at this time 
that there was at the corresponding 
period of last year. If these estimates 
are correct the position of the raisin 


market is peculiarly strong. 


CANNED GOODS. The Coast mar- 
ket for canned goods continues quiet 
and without special features. The 
California Fruit Grower says that ex- 
tra fruits are well cleaned up; stand- 
ards are in fair supply, with a few ex- 
white cherries, cling 
peaches and plums. In the absence of 
wholesale trading quotations are 
largely nominal. 


SUGAR CONSUMPTION. Statistics 
show that the people of the United 
States annually consume about five 
billion pounds of sugar, all of which 
except a comparatively small fraction 
is imported from other countries. Just’ 
why the people of this country should 
still be dependent on other countries 
for the sugar they consume has never 
been made clear. The fact has been 
time and time again demonstrated that 
this country could be made an ex- 
porter of sugar, but whether it will 
ever become such largely depends on 
Congress. The St. Louis’ Interstate 
Grocer has something to say on the 
subject that will repay careful reading. 
' The following is an extract from it: 

“While our farmers are complaining. 
of hard times, and: seeking to better 
their condition through political agita- 
tion, they are paying the farmers of 
Germany, France, Cuba and other 
countries grow sugar beets and 
cane, and in order to pay for this serv- 
ice are sending abroad enormous sums 
of money. Thus what should be added 
to their income becomes outgo, and the 
drain of gold from the country, which 
heavy importations necessitates, is at- 
tributed to political mismanagement.. 


* “The obvious remedy for this leading 


defect in our economic system is home 
production, and it should be carried so 
far that not a pound of sugar need be. 
bought abroad. Our capabilities for 
growing the sugar-beet, which has 
contributed so largely to tHe incomes 
of European farmers, are unlimited and 
unsurpassed. This is placed beyond 
question by years of practical and suc- 
cessful trial in several Western States. 
The first experiments on a scale large 
enough to give conclusive results were 
instituted by Sugar King Claus Spreck- 
els, who erected factories in Califor- 
nit at points where the land and farm- 
ing population were adapted to the 
end in view, the securing of an 
abundant supply of. beets of good 
quality. Afterward factories were es- 
tablished in Utah and Nebraska, and 
more recently in Wisconsin and New 
Mexico. And now a scheme is on foot 
for testing the industry in South Caro- 
lina. This ‘experiment ond 
tea hes Some. Gatherine 
tea involves competition with the in- 
credibly cheap labor of the Orient. But 
the beet crop is altogether different, 
and has proved remunerative wherever 
in this country it has been planted on a 
large scale." 


BOGUS LABELS. All respectable 
trade journals and newspapers are 
practically a unit in their expressed 
opinions upon the bogus label business, 
by which inferior eastern fruits and 
fruits of other localities than Califor- 
nia ones are labeled California fruits 
and sold as such. The practice is being 
severely denounced on all sides and 
the New York Merchants’ Review does 
not hesitate to say that those people 
who are rogues enough to imitate the 
labels of other people should be made to 

ay the penalty of their misdeeds. The 

hiladelphia Grocery World is an- 
other of the leading eastern journals 
which heartily condemns the practice 
as being not only*.dishonest, but as 
being an offense against California's 
reputation. In an editorial on the sub- 
ject it says: 

“Unquestionably this marketing of 
cheap goods under bogus California la- 
bels is an offense against California’s 
reputation for high-grade canned goods, 
more especially because the quality of 
the Baltimore goods packed under Cal- 
ifornia labels is usually bad. If the 
goods were just as good the practice 
would still be a crime: such a use of 
inferior goods makes it much worse, 
and then, it is such a useless practice. 
As before explained, the Baltimore 
packers derive no benefit from it. The 
jobbers to whom the goods are sold 
know all about them and pay no higher 
price for them. Neither do they sell 
the more readily under the California 
label, for the same reason.

PASADENA, Dec. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The adjourned meeting 
of the City Council was held at the 
City Hall this morning. All the City

ordinance ordering Colorado street,

This really 
disposes of all preliminaries,’ except 
the ordering of bids and the letting 
of the contract, and it is hoped that

as it has been long pending. 

Mrs. K. C. Snyder was granted per- 
mission to erect a frame cottage within

street and Fair Oaks avenue. A re- 
quest was received from Mrs. E. B. 
Farr that the Council order a street 
sign to be placed at the corner of Vine- 
yard street and Fair Oaks avenue, and 
ethe petition was placed on file. Bills 
amounting to $3186.74, with accrued in- 
terest of $151.92, were reported by the 
Auditing Committee, and ordered paid 
by warrant. A resolution, in accord- 
ance with a petition received at the 
last meeting of the Council, ordered 
Locust street, between Raymond and 
Fair Oaks avenue, graded, curbed, gut- 
tered and sidewalked.

REDONDO. 


The North Wharf Will Be Built 
Teredo Proof. 


REDONDO, Dec. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The “Redondo Beach 
Company will rebuild the north wharf 
where it was damaged, and will extend 
it a few feet*beyond the point marked 
by the end of the old one. Piling for 
some parts of the wharf will have to 
be driven in fifty-six feet of water. 
Borings of the bottom have been made 
and it has been found that the sand at 
the bottom is only five or six feet in 
depth. “Under it is a solid clay stratum 
as deep as is needed. The piles which 
were carried away a few weeks ago 
scarcely penetrated the clay. The piles 
that are to be driven will be made to 
penetrate from twelve to fifteen feet 
into the clay. These piles will have to 
be about ninety feet in length. New 
ones will be used. 

Special pains are «being 
guard against the ravages of the ter- 
edo and limnoria. efore driving, each 
pile will be coated, where it is to be.ex- 
posed to the water, with a solution of 
asphalt and sand. Over this. will be 


taken to 


is like very heavy tarred paper. Next 
will come another coating of the as- 
phalt solution. The part of the pile be- 
tween high and low tide where the 
limnoria operates will be next wrapped 
with galvanized wire netting, which 
will serve to retain the asphalt-sand 
coating placed over it. The part of the 
pile between the bottom and low tide 
will be solidly covered with redwood 
battens. It is believed that by exer- 
cising these precautions the life of the 
piling can be .prolonged to ten years or 
more.

Visit Evidently Made for Political 
Purposes—Magnificent Aquarium 
to Be Established at Honolula.

SAN DIEGO, Dec. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Hon. Henry W. 
Cooper, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the Hawaiian Republic, arrived at 
the Hotel Florence from the East last 
night. While in Boston“he was ac- 
corded distinguished honors hy the 
Mayor and the people. Years avo Bos- 
ton was Mr. Cooper’s home. He after- 
ward lived in this city and has many 
warm friends here. 

In conversation with a Times corre- 
spondent, Mr. Cooper was inclined to 
be reticent concerning political af- 
fairs at the islands. From his conver-

SENATORS AND ASSEMBLYMEN 
ELECT VISIT HIGHLAND. 


Thorough Inspection of the Insane 
Asylam—Its Overcrowded Condi- 
tion—Pressing Need of Larger 
Appropriations—Other Matters 
Discussed in Caucus, 


HIGHLAND, Dec. 16.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Most of the members 
of the newly-elected Legislature from 
Southern California, and several State 
‘officers, visited the Highland Asylum, 
arrivng there at 6:58 o’clock Tuesday 
evening, and departing this (Wednes- 
day) morning. In the party were: Sen- 
ators 8. N. Androus of Pomona. T. J. 
Jones of Anaheim, D. L. Withington 
of San Diego, 8. C. Smith, Bakersfield; 
R. N. Bulla, Los Angeles; C. M. Simp- 
son, Pasadena; Assemblymen W. R. 
Guy of San Diego, T. H. Goff of San 
Bernardino, F. T. Lindenberger of Riv- 
erside, John Cross of Los Angeles and 
C. D. Boyd of the third house; J. L. 
Maude of the Bureau of Highways 
and J. L. Gillis of the Secretary of 
State’s office. 

Dr. Campbell and Harry Patton con- 
ducted the visitors to the dining-room, 
where a fine repast was served, after. 
which the party adjourned to the of- 
fices, from which point a visit was 
made to the various male wards. The 
patients had retired for the night, and 
the overcrowded condition of the in- 
Stitution was evident from the ‘large 
number of patients occupying cots in 
the corridors. Not only were all the 
dormitories and cells in the great build- 
ing filled, but there were fifty or more 
ot the mildest inmates who were 
obliged to sleep in the halls. 

In spite of this, the number of in- 
mates in the asylum is increasing at 
a net rate of about twelve per 
month, and it is believed that the in- 
stitution will be greatly overcrowded 
before it is possible to provide addi- 
tional quarters. 

There were members of the party 
who had known Judge Huse of Santa 
Barbara. who made so heroic an at- 
tempt to gain his freedom a few 
months since. He was brought out 
and recognized his old acquaintances, 
displaying the wonderful memory of 
past events and of law which marked 
his appearance in court. 

After the inspection of the male 
wards of the building, the guests as- 
sembled in the office, where Dr. 
Campbell explained fully the needs 
of the institution and answered numer- 
ous questions. This subject afforded 
food for discussion until 11:30 o'clock, 
when the Senators in the party with- 
drew for a caucus. \ 

The. needs of the asylum were suc- 
cinctly set forth by Dr. Campbell. He 
called attention to the summary of 
the needed appropriations given in the 
annual report, which 1s as follows:

COLTON, Dec. 16.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) The Colton Fruit Exchange 
has issued its final statements to the 
growers for the past season. Months 
ago, the growers had been paid nearly 
all that was coming to them, with the 
exception of a small amount due from 
the railroad companies for overcharzes 
on freight. These claims having been 
paid, the final statement is issued. 
It shows that there were 39,768 boxes 
shipped, 423 of which were lemons. The 
gross receipts were $65,515.05, or more 
than $1.75 per box f.o.b. for every box 
shipped, without regard to size, grad 
or variety. 

Figuring on a basis of 70 pounds to 
the box, the different varieties net the 
growers the following prices: Tanger- 
ines, $2.11 per box; Washington navels, 
$1.58; Australian navels, $1.58; Mediter- 
ranean sweets, $1.71; Valencias, $2.36:

“The present number of patients in 
the asylum is 515, which number is 
increasing at the rate of about twelve 
per month above deaths and dis- 
charges. We have figured on an av- 
erage number of patients for the next 
two years, at a cost of maintenance 
of 40 cents each per day, including 
all expenses of the institution. The 
cost of food alone is 11 cents. 

“The laundry work is done almost 
entirely by inmates, they handling 40,- 
000 pieces per month, many of the 
beds requiring to be changed three or 
four times per day. ‘ 

“There are thirty cows on the farm, 
and should soon be fifty. The farm 
supplies all vegetables for the institu- 
tion, except potatoes, and all feed for 
the live stock, the work being done by 
inmates. 

“A community dining-room with a 
capacity of four hundred nec- 
essity, as a matter of economy and 
efficiency in the care for the inmates. 
. “Two years ago we asked for an 
-appropriation for the purchase of wa- 
ter, suitable for the kitchen, the laun- 
dry and for drinking. We have since 
then, principally by the work of the 
inmates, succeeded in developing water 
from a tunnel which gives us HySUP- 
ply of 16,000 gallons per day, and’ that 
appropriation is not now needed. That 
work has been done from money re- 
ceived from the sale of fruit and for 
the care of pay inmates. 
‘“The salary of the attendants is from 

to $45 per month, they being on 
ayty from 5 a.m. to 8 p.m., each hav- 
irig a half-day off each week. Every- 
body about the place works hard. 
There are sixty-one people on the pay- 
roll.” 


It was suggested that some change 
might be made in the classification of 
the inmates of the various asylums. 
The doctor expressed himself as of 
the opinion that if a change were made 
it would be a good idea to set aside 
the Ukiah Asylum for those of u crimi- 
nal and dangerous class. He said the 
removal of twenty inmates from this 
lasylum would give a far better state 
of affairs, and as all the asylums have 
a number of inmates of that class, 
he thought better results would be ob- 
tained by segregating them from less 
harmful! inmates. He thought the 
Ukiah Asylum well adapted for that

Not Responsible for His Acts When

INSANE, 


Under the Influence, Hence a 
Jury Refused to Convict Him of 
Forgery—Dangerous Drugs, 


The insanity theory worked like a 
charm in the case of H. J. Butler, tried 
for forging in Denartment One of the 
Superior Court yesterday. It took the 


.jury but a few moments after hear- 


ing the evidence, to bring in a verdict 
of not guilty. 

Interest in the case centered not so 
much in the question of the innocence 
or guilt of the defendant, as in the 
revelations made concerning the effect 


of the Keeley cure on the human brain. 


Butler is not only a drink-cure grad- 
uate, but for two years managed one 


of the largest institutions for the treat- 


ment of inebriates in the State. The 
deplorable effect of the treatment upon 
himself is therefore of more than pass- 
ing interest. 

Butler was arrested about § four 
months ago for passing a forged check 
upon the Cass-Smurr Hardware Com- 
pany of this city last March. He pur- 
chased a gasoline stove for $30, which 
he ordered shinped to Livermore, Cal., 
and gave in payment a check for $50, 
bearing the signature of Joseph Wil- 
Kinson of Livermore—The firm ac- 
cepted the check, and gave him $20 in 
change, but afterward discovered that 
Mr. Wilkinson's signature was a for- 
gery. Meantime, Butler had vanished, 
but he subsequently turned up at Santa 


turbing the peace, and after his re- 
lease returned to Los Angeles, where 
he was taken in custody for drunken- 
ness. It was at the police station that 
he revealed his identity to Detective 
Steele, and offered to surrender himself 
to him. Steele at first refused to make 
a prisoner of him, but upon learning 
the facts about the forgery procured 
a warrant and placed him under arrest. 

After several months’ delay the case 
came to trial yesterday. The prisoner 
was. represented by Attorney Blakely 
and J. D. Beggs, Esq., the latter hav- 
ing came all the way from Los Gatos 
as special counsel. Deputy District 
Attorney Williams conducted the prose- 
cution. 

Mr. Blakely at the outstart admitted 
the forging of the check by the de- 
fendant, but stated that it would be 
shown by the evidence that Butler was 
demented at the time, a condition 
brought about by the excessive use-of 
drugs and absinthe. The court stated 
that if insanity was to be the plea 
the defense would have to take the 
laboring oar. 

The first witness called was the de- 
fendant himself. who told the follow- 


| ing remarkable story: 


“My name is H. J. Butler. I gave 
the name of Tillmah when arrested, 
because I felt the disgrace. -My resi- 
dence is at Los Gatos, Cal.. where I 
have had my home for four vears. I 
was the manager of the American In- 
stitute Company there for nearly two 
years prior to my departure last Feb- 
ruary, The institute is a drink-cure 
establishment, and I toek the treat- 
ment myself in July, 1894. After grad- 
uating [ was made manager of the 


institute. There were generally from 
seventy to eighty patients to. look 


after, and I had my hands full. I 
had everything to do and overworked 


debt when I took charge, and I brought 
it out and placed it on a paying basis, 
but it broke me down. Finally I was 
persuaded to travel for a while. As 
near as I can remember I left tn Feb- 
ruary, last. I had been under treat- 
ment for several weeks for nervous 
disorders. I have no distinct recollec- 
tion of -the places I visited or what I 
did after I left Los Gatos, but have 
been told that I came to Los Angeles 
some time in March. I had been tak- 
ing sulphone! in large quantities, as 
much as twenty-five grains at a time, 
and also absinthe. Patients at the in- 
stitute were given sulphone! to quiet 
the nerves and produce sleep. It was 
prescribed for me when I was first 
taken there by my wife to be treated 
for alcoholism, and I got in the habit 
of using it. TI generally took it when 
I felt overworked. I feel that the 
treatment has ruined my health and 
mind. My father was an inebriate, 
but lived to the agé of 80 years. I be- 
Gan taking drugs when 21 years old.”

eral years before going to Los Gatos, 
and how for a period of ten years he 
was subject to lapses of memory and 
did all sorts of odd things Which he 
would know nothing about until in- 
tormed afterward. Once he wncon- 
sciously walked off a pier at Fort 
Mackinaw, Mich., and was nearly 
drowned. On another occasion he 
bought an entire stock of groceries at 
Albuquerque, N. M., and ordered them 
delivered at his house. 

He had no recollection of the check 
transaction, but did not doubt in the 
least that he signed Mr. Wilkinson’s 
name, arid passed’ the .check as 
charged. 

Four witnesses from Los Gatos, 8. 
H. Mudge, a newspaper man; O. : 
Bartley, a hotel porter; Harry Swasey, 
a nurse at the American Institute, and 
the defendant's wife, all testified as to 
his good character, but alleged that 
he had occasional spells of aberration 
of mind. They all agreed that he was 
not responsible for his actions for some 
months previous to his departure from 
Los Gatos. 

Witness Bartley said he had taken the 
drink-cure himself, and kept sober for 
two years, but took to drink again 
and would not risk treatment the sec- 
ond time for fear it would make him 
crazy. In reply to a question by the’ 
court whether he really believed that 
the treatment would make one crazy, 
the witness said: 

“I do. The effect of the drug may 
wear off if a man doesn’t resume drink- 
ing, but if he does, he’s a gone coon 
sure.”

Plaintiff brought this action to fore- 
close a mortgage upon the street rail- 
road property of the Los Angeles Ca- 
ble Railway Company. August. 24, 
1889, the Pacific Railway Company, 
having acquired a majority of the cap- 
ital stock of the Los Angeles Cable 
Railway Company, made an issue of 
bonds of $2,500,000 with a view to buy- 
ing all the proerty of the Los Angeles 
Cable Railway Company and to extend 
the system, and as security for the 
payment of said bonds executed a deed 
of trust to plaintiff, intended as a 
mortgage of all the property grantor 
then had and all interest it might 
thereafter acquire in the property of 
the Los Angeles Cable Railway Com- 
pany. Subsequently all-the property 
of the Los Angeles Cable Railway 
Company passed into the hands of 
the Pacific Railway Company. 

Thereafter, July 18, 1890, some ques- 
tion having arisen as to the validity 
of the trust deed made by the Pacific 
Railway Company to the plaintiff, the 
Los Angeles Cable Railway Company 
itself made to plaintiff a trust deed or 
mortgage confirmatory of that of the 
Pacific Railway Company. It was un- 
der these two trust deeds that plaintiff's 
lien was claimed, and under which, de- 
fault having been made in the payment 
of the indebtedness thereby secured, a 
decree was asked for a sale of the prop- 
erty in satisfaction thereof. Certain 
other persons claiming liens upon the 
property were made defendants in the 
action. 

Meantime, J. F. Crank had been ap- 
pointed receiver. of the cable road and 
had issued receiver's certificates 
amounting to $15,200 to secure funds 
required in the management. By its 
findings the court below declared these 
certificates a first en on the property 
and entitled to priority in payment; 
the mortgage claim of Alford & Brown, 
trustees, amounting to $1,323,353.35, the 
second lien: the confirmatory deed or 
mortgage of the Los Angeles Cable 
Railway Company to the plaintiff, the 
‘third lien, in the sum of $1,677,106; the 
judgment of M. L. and F. J. Coenan 
for $18,376.81, the fourth lien, and the 
judgment of the Joshua Hendy estate, 
for $23,071.12, the fifth lien. 

The only parttes dissatisfied with the 
decree of the court were the represen- 
tatives of the Hendy estate. . They ap- 
pealed, urging certain objections to 
the jugment, which, if sustained, would 
have resulted in preferring their claim 
to other liens which were given priority 
by the court. 

After an exhaustive review of law 
and the facts in the case, the Supreme 
Court opinion concludes: “The entire 
property concerned covered by the lien 
of appellants’ judgment having been
